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Do you remember Prague, 
Slavia, Yugal and Hakoah 
Melbourne? 

Great and illustrious clubs 
which all have two things in 
common. 

They were among the elite 
of Australian soccer, attract- 
ing huge throngs to their 
games and calling thelr own 
some of the most skilful and 
talented soccer stars in Aus- 
tralia over the years. 

All of these great clubs have 
also gone down the gurgler of 
soccer history, either disap- 
pearing altogether, or sinking 
into the obscurity of minor 
grade football. 

Is another great name about 
to join this Pantheon of long 
gone glories? 

Melbourne Hungaria looks 
very likely to go the way of the 
others — and very soon. 

Once upon a time the Hun- 
garian club was a powerhouse 
in Victorian and national com- 
petition, even winning Austra- 
lian supremacy in 1967. 

It has suffered through lean 
times in recent years — until 
two seasons ago that is. 

Hungaria won its way back 
into the Victorian State League 
after more than 10 years’ ab- 
sence for the 1986 season. 


AROK 
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Hopes were high for a reviv- 
al. Dreams of old glories were 
recalled as if they happened 
only yesterday. 

Joy, however, soon turned to 
despair as Hungaria became 
firmly anchored among the 
also-rans in the league and was 
eventually relegated to the ob- 
scurity of the nether regions of 
Victorian soccer again.

WHY DON’T WE 


LATCH ON TO 
VIP VISITORS? 


It may be an exaggera- 
tion that soccer is its own 
worst enemy — but it cer- 
tainly isn’t its own best 
friend, either. 

Take that much argued, of- 
ten misunderstood word 
“promotion”. 

Despite an occasional gim- 
micky attempt by outside “ex- 
perts”, soccer has been 
unpromoted ever since I can 
remember — and that cer- 
tainly goes back to the 1950s. 

Even during the boom years 
there was no systematic, 
planned promotion — the 
boom of the 1950s merely hap- 
pened because all the precon- 
ditions were right. 

I would like to single out one 
very obvious aspect of a pro- 
motional strategy and that is 
enlisting the help of soccer's 
few important friends and al- 
lies both in Australia and 
overseas. 

In an atmosphere where soc- 
cer happens to have so many 
enemies — and an even great- 
er number of indifferent pass- 
ers-by — we should be less 
wasteful with our resources. 
Let me be more precise. Our 
various federations should 
have at least one man (or 
woman) watching like a hawk 
for any VIP visitor to Australia 
who has links with soccer. 
While in this country we are 
rather short of “celebrities” 
who are truly enamored in the 


} game, quite a lot of VIP visi- 


tors, especially from Europe, 
are soccer aficionados at 
home.

I have seen quite a bit of 
publicity about Elton John re- 
cently watching some cricket 
matches — but none of him at 
soccer, Yet he is the chairman 
of English First Division club 
Watford. 

Of course, Elton John is ex- 
tremely well known and so is 
his soccer connection; in many 
other cases you'd have to diga 
bit deeper to find the link. 

But I think it would be worth 
the effort. Soccer could get an 
enormous amount of goodwill 
and media publicity from its 
occasional patronage of fam- 
ous overseas visitors. 

Years ago, some of our clubs 
resorted to the most pathetic 
“promotional” ideas: one was 
giving away pantyhose to 
women, the other offered pork 
sausages to spectators. One 
club tried to stage greyhound 
racing al half time, another or- 
ganised athletic events and 
rock singers. A well Known 
club achieved the pinnacle of 
bad taste some years ago by 
dressing their promotions 
manager in uniform and hav- 
ing him totter around, like an 
idiot, impersonating Captain 
Cook — nobody will every 
know why 

Well, compared to these “‘at- 
tempts” an organised scheme 
of enticing soccer-loving over- 
seas VIPs to our games may 
sound fairly feasible.

Not too long ago, a small 
group of people celebrated the 
30th anniversary of the forma- 
tion of the NSW Federation. 

At a pleasant, friendly din- 
ner, the halcyon days of NSW 
soccer were recalled, with 
varying degrees of accuracy. 

Soccer does owe NSW a lot 
in this country: it was the 1957 
break in Sydney from the old, 
semi-feudal Association that 
led to the formation of the Fed- 
eration; this, soon enough, was 
followed by the reformation of 
the Australian Federation and 
a major change in every single 
State. 

For a number of years, while 
the revolutionary fervor lasted 
—and while it was possible for 
some Clubs to keep signing top 
overseas players without pay- 
ing for them — the boom car- 
ried on. 


Then, as the spirit of innova- 
tion and cameraderie began to 
run out of steam, the NSW Fed- 
eration also began to sink down 
to a level of sad mediocrity. 

In recent years, largely due 
to the advent of the NSL, the 
NSW Federation’s importance 
and influence have scarcely 
surpassed that of an amateur 
sporting body 

One of the many symptoms 
of this gradual demise is the 
NSW Federation's almost 
pathological “fear” of 
publicity. 


Long-time secretary Aulden 
Brown, has never been known 
to be at ease with the Press and 
this may have manifested itself 
in other areas, too. 

For instance, NSW soccer 
has not had a proper annual or 
year book published since 1968 
— 19 long years. 

Until 1960, the NSW Federa- 


\ = muahlinkad thace annals it- 


came a commercially poor 
proposition, it stopped. 

And since then, there has 
been no annual at all. Or any 
other major publication, 
either, such as a book or book- 
let commemorating the first 10 
and then 25 years of the NSW 
Federation. 

In fact, I seriously doubt if 
anybody — including the NSW 
Federation itself out at quaint 
Parklea — has a full documen-

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tation of its own doings since 
1957. 


Most other Federations, | 
know, are much more history- 
conscious: I believe the Vic- 
torian, South Australian and 
Queensland Federations all 
publish their annuals, perhaps 
the others are doing it, too. 


But the “Senior State” hasn't 
bothered about it for almost 20 
years... 


Pitch invasions 
sparked 
by_mergers 


Fans of endangered London soccer teams staged pro- 
tests against two threatened club mergers at matches in 


the English capital last wee 


Thousands of supporters ran 
on the pitches at Fulham and 
Queen's Park Rangers in a fu- 
rious response to the merger of 
the clubs proposed earlier last 
week by Fulham chairman Da- 
vid Bulstrode, a property deve- 
lopr who owns the grounds on 
which both teams play. 

And protesters at First Di- 
vision Wimbledon and Second 
Division Crystal Palace 
waved banners and signed a 
petition to stop their teams 
being merged. 

The start of QPR’s match 
against Manchester City was 
held up for 19 minutes as sev- 
eral hundred supporters 
staged a mass sit-down in the 
centre circle of the Loftus 
Road pitch, ignoring pleas by 
QPR manager Jim Smith to 
disperse. 

At Fulham, thousands of 
fans who had waved protest 
banners from the terraces be- 
fore the match invaded the 
pitch at halftime and camped 
in centre circle. 

Even rival Walsall supporters 
joined the demonstration, rais- 
ing a banner saying: “Don’t kill 
Fulham.” 

Fulham chairman Bulstrode 
plans to hand over the Craven 
Cottage ground to his own 
property company, Marler Es- 
tates, to be redeveloped as lux- 
ury housing. 

Originally, he planned to 
move the Fulham team to Lof- 
tus Road and merge it with

nie Clay has bought back the 
franchise for the Fulham 
name and players, if not the 
ground, means the two teams 
will not merge, though Fulham 
must still find a new ground. 

Clay sold the club to Marler 
Estates last summer for $A20 
million.

Meanwhile, irate fans made 
their feelings known about the 
proposed merger between 
Wimbledon and Crystal 
Palace.

“Even though I had origi- 
nally gone to try out with Be- 
siktas, the opportunity to play 
at Galatsaray was too good to 
turn down,” said Saglaam. 

“The team there contains 
seven members of the national 
team, and Jupp Derwail is also 
coach of the Turkish team so it 


provides an excellent chance 
to come into the reckoning for 
a place in the national side.” 

Saglaam originally had no 
thoughts of being signed by a 
club while in Turkey but had 
gone over instead to “test the 
water” for @ more serious at- 
tempt later when his studies 
were finished. Although Galat- 
saray now intends to sign Sag- 
laam, the Turkish transfer 
deadline has passed and it will 
not be able to do so until mid- 
June. 

Education is the reason Sag- 
laam hasn't made more of an 
impact on Australian soccer in 
the past couple of years. 

Saglaam played for Bruns- 
wick Juventus in the National 
League in 1984 under John 
Margaritis but pressure from

Jurin back at Croatia 


The impasse in the Zeljko Jurin affair was set to end 
as we went to press. 

Jurin, Sydney Croatia's star forward, has agreed terms with the 
club after a lengthy period in limbo and was expected to sign late 
this week. 

Jurin has been transfer listed at $50,060 since early this year 
after negotiations broke down on a new contract. 

He'd just arrived back from an unsuccessful bid to join an 
Italian club when his failure to reach agreement with Croatia 
forced the club to transfer list him, 

“I trained with Padua in Italy at first then I trained with Brescia 
but the deadline expired for signing foreign players. When I came 
back to Australia I spoke with my president (Tony Basic) but we 
couldn't agree at first,” said Jurin. 

“But Mr Basic is a very good man and we talked a lot more until 
I finally agreed. I should sign the contract maybe this week, but 
you never know.” 

Jurin has been training with Marconi for about a month until the 
breakthrough last week in his negotiations with Croatia. He was 
very impressed with the set-up at Marconi. 

Jurin’s return gives Croatia player-coach Vedran Rozic the 
option of using three front runners with Graeme Arnold in a 
deep lying role. Then again, Rozic may opt for just two front 
runners, meaning that Jurin will have to fight for a spot against 
Robbie Slater and Manis Lamond. 

Jurin essentially has been used on the right flank by Croatia but 
it's a position he’s unaccustomed to. 

“When I played in Europe I used to be able to move to the right 
and left sides. I was given a lot more freedom in the forward line 
and that’s the role I like best. But it’s up to the coach to decide 
things like that.” 

Jurin was heavily criticised by a group of Croatia supporters last 
year after playing the poor back pass that virtually ended Cro- 
atia’s participation in the Northern Division finals series.

come out here, When I arrived 
I was very skinny. I spent a 
year studying, learning English 
and since then have been 
working.” 

Minh’s involvement in soc- 
cer since then has been with 
the Melbourne Vietnamese 
Youth and Sport Club. The 
club's teams train casually on 
Saturday afternoons and play 
in friendly matches.

James bounces back 


Australia has certainly 
proved a lucky country 
for JUST’s Tyrone James. 

Alter once appearing capa- 
ble of being a leading light 
among the wave of black play- 
ers who broke into English 
League soccer in the mid- 
1970s, James suffered an ex- 
tended run of poor form which 
swept him into the obscurity of 
the semi-professional Western 
League, where he stayed for 
three years. Only when he 
moved to Melbourne did 
James return to a class of foot- 
ball worthy of his talents. 


Born at Paddington, Lon- 
don, the powerful defender 
joined Fulham immediately 
after leaving school and 
signed professional forms for 
it in September 1974, Just 
over a year later, he made his 
senior debut for “The Cottag- 
ers” at Luton Town. 

Fulham was then a major 
force in the English Second Di- 
vision; including in its ranks 
former internationals Bobhv 
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George Best and Rodney 
Marsh were two other big 
name Stars who played along- 
side James during his stay at 
Craven Cottage. But, he was un- 
able to secure a regular first 
team place and, after 21 senior 
outings, a $30,000 transfer took 
him to Third Division Plym- 
outh Argyle in March, 1978. 

Apart from the 1979-80 sea- 
son, during which the six-foot- 
er made 37 league 
appearances for Argyle, James 
had to be content with spas- 
modic runs in the first team.
